Vocational Agriculture as taught at Gretna High 
School makes a major contribution to the total school 
program inpreparing boys for careers in our 
largest industry, agriculture. A vocational agri- 
culture student gets training in the classrooms, in 
the shop, in the Future Farmer of America organi- 
zation developing leadership abilities, and on the job 
learning as he carries out a supervised farming 
program or a work experience program in an agri- 
culture industry such as feed manufacturing, man- 
aging a business serving the farmer, selling farm 
supplies and many others. 

In the classroom a boy studies the newest de- 
velopments in the field of agriculture both on and 
off the farm. 

Almost half ofa boy's time in school is spent in 
shop where he learns basic skills in the areas of 
electricity, general metal work, plumbing, sheet 
metal, woodwork, the principles of engine operation, 
and operation, care and maintenance of farm mach- 
inery.
